CHARTER OF INCORPORATION OF THE CHURCH 
OF THE EVANGELISTS IN THE COUNTY 
OF PHILADELPHIA. 


Wuereas, The following named persons, Citizens of 
this Commonwealth, viz., William Welsh, James M. Aertsen, 
Henry F. Rodney, Robert Graffin, Benjamin G. Mitchell, 
Henry Farnum, Francis West, M. D., Edmund Richardson, 
Henry Austie, Samuel N. Davies, William Fisher, Zebulon 
Locke, Joseph T. Ryerson, Richard S. H. George, William A. 
Dubosq, Elijah A. Carroll, Horace Binney, Jr., William H. 
Newbold, Arthur G. Coffin and Samuel Allibone, have to- 
gether with other citizens, associated for the purpose of 
providing for the accommodation of such as are in limited 
circumstances, a house in which they can unite in the wor- 
ship of Almighty God according to the faith and discipline of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of 
America, and have for that purpose formed a congregation 
in the County of Philadelphia in the State of Pennsylvania, 
and are now desirous to be incorporated agreeably to the 
provisions of the Act of the General Assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania entitled, “An Act to confer on certain Associations 
of the Citizens of this Commonwealth the powers and im- 
munities of corporations or bodies politic in Law.” They, 
therefore, declare the following to be the objects, articles and 
conditions of their said Association, agreeably to which they 
desire to be incorporated, viz. : 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of this corporation shall be “ The Rector, 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church of * * * * 
the Evangelists in the County of Philadelphia.” 
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ARTICLE 2. 


This church acknowledges itself to be a member of and 
to belong to the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of 
Pennsylvania, and the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, as such it accedes to, adopts, and 
recognizes the constitutions, canons, doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of 
Pennsylvania, and of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and acknowledges their authority 
accordingly. Any member of this church or corporation who 
shall disclaim or refuse conformity to the said authority, 
shall cease to be a member of this corporation, and shall not 
be eligible to, or exercise any office or function in, concerning 
or connected with the said church or corporation. 


ARTICLE 3. 


The temporal affairs of this corporation shall be under 
the management of a vestry to be composed of the rector, 
church wardens and vestrymen, chosen in the manner here- 
inafter provided, who shall have power from time to time to 
apply the rents, revenues and funds of this corporation for 
the maintenance of the rector, ministers and officers of the 
said church, and in the erection and repairs of the church, 
church-yards, parsonage house and other houses which do 
now or hereafter shall belong to the said corporation, the 
purchasing and keeping in repair a burial ground, and for 
other expenses incident to any of the objects before mentioned, 
and to no other use or purpose whatsoever. Provided the 
elear yearly value of the real and personal estate held by the 
said corporation shall not at any time exceed the sum of two 
thousand dollars. 

ARTICLE 4. 


The said corporation shall not by deed, fine, or recovery, 
or by any other means without the assent of the convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, or of the standing committee of the diocese, previously 
had and obtained, grant, alien, or otherwise dispose of any 
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lands, messuages, tenements, or hereditaments in them vested, 
nor charge nor incumber the same to any person or persons 
whomsoever. 

ARTICLE 5. 7 


The Rector of this Church shall be elected by the Church Void. See sub- 


Wardens and Vestrymen in such manner as the statutes and 
by-laws shall ordain. The Vestry of the said Church shall 
consist of twelve delegates, who shall continue in office one 
year and until others be elected, one delegate to be chosen by 
the Vestry of each of the following churches, viz.: Christ 
Church, St. Peter’s, St. James, St. Paul’s, St. Andrew’s, St. 
Stephen’s, Epiphany, Grace, Ascension, and St. Luke's 
Churches in the City of Philadelphia; St. Philip’s in the 
District of Spring Garden, and Trinity Church in the District 
of Southwark, at the first meeting thereof after Easter Monday 
in every year, and in case no election is made on that day, 
then the Secretary of the Church of * * * * * * the 
Evangelists sha'l notify the Rector of the Church failing to 
elect, and if no election be made at the next meeting, then the 
Delegate of the preceding year is to continue in office for 
another year. Provided that until the meeting of the several 
vestries next after Easter Monday which shall be in the year 
of our Lord one thousand and eight hundred and forty-three, 
the vestry shall consist of twelve persons as hereinafter named: 


ARTICLE 6, 


No person shall be Rector or Assistant Minister of this 
Church unless he have had Episcopal ordination, and unless he 
be in full standing with the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the State of Pennsylvania and of the United States, and 
recognized aś such by the Bishop of this Diocese, or in case 
of a vacancy in the Episcopate by the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese. 

ARTICLE 7. 


The said vestry shall have full power to choose their own 
officers, and they shall, annually, at the first meeting after 
their election, choose one of their own number to be one 
church warden, and the rector for the time being shall select 
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another of the said vestrymen to be the other church warden 
of the said church. In case of a vacancy in the office of rec- 
tor at the time of the election, the other church warden shall 
‘be also chosen by the vestry, to remain until the election of a 
rector, or a new election of the vestry, and during such 
vacancy the church wardens for the time being, and the ves- 
trymen, shall have the same powers and authorities relating to 
the disposition of the rents, revenues, and property of the said 
corporation as are hereby vested in the rector, church wardens, 
and vestrymen: Provided always, that it shall be the duty of 
the said church wardens and vestrymen to elect another rector 
to supply the vacancy as soon as conveniently may be. 


ARTICLE 8. 


The vestry, or a majority of them, shall and may convene 
from time to time, and make such and so many rules, by-laws, 
ordinances, and regulations as they may deem expedient for 
the good government and support of the church, and shall 
have power to fill all vacancies in their own body: Provided 
always, that such by-laws, rules, ordinances, and regulations 
be not repugnant to the constitution and canons of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the State of Pennsylvania, or 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, or to the constitution and laws of the United States 
or of the State of Pennsylvania. 


ARTICLE Q. 


The said corporation shall have full power to make, have, 
and use one common seal, with such devices and inscriptions 
as they shall think proper, and the same to alter, renew, and 
change at pleasure, and they and their successors shall be able 
and capable in law to sue and be sued by their corporate 
name aforesaid, and to enjoy all such rights, privileges, fran- 
chises, and powers as other corporations of the like kind in 
this Commonwealth enjoy. 


ARTICLE IO. 


The twelve following named persons to be the church 
wardens and vestrymen, to continue in office until the elec- 
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tion after Easter Monday, which shall be in the year of our — 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, namely : 
William Welsh, James M. Aertsen, Robert Graffin, Benjamin 
G!Mitchell, Zebulon Locke, Henry F. Rodney, Henry Farnum, 
Francis West, M.D., Edmund Richardson, William Fisher, 
Thomas Ballentine and Augustus Balton, and in case there 
should be then no election, the above named persons shall con- 
tinue in office until others be chosen.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE CHARTER OF THE CHURCH OF THE’ 
EVANGELISTS IN THE DISTRICT OF SOUTHWARK, ADOPTED 
BY THE VESTRY OF THE SAID CHURCH, AND APPROVED 
BY THE CONGREGATION. 


App To ARTICLE IV. 


First—“ And if the Standing Committee disapprove of 
the arrangements or worship of the Church, then the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, be, and hereby is authorized to ap- 
point eight Vestrymen, who are to take possession of said 
Church, and continue in charge of it so long as the said Com- 
mittee shall think its usefulness promoted thereby.” 


SUBSTITUTE FOR ARTICLE V. 


Second.— The Rector of this Church shall be elected by 
the Church Wardens and Vestrymen in such manner as the 
statutes and by-laws shall ordain. The vestry of said Church 
shall consist of eight persons, who shall be elected on Easter 
Monday of each year in the following manner, namely: Every 
male adult, who shall appear by the Church books to have 
paid one Dollar or more per annum towards the support of 
the said Church for Two years next before the Election, and is 
a worshipper at the said Church, shall be entitled to vote; 
Provided, That in case of the failure to elect vestrymen on 
that day the Corporation shall not on that account be dis- 
solved, but the Election shall be holden on some other day in 
such manner as the by-laws may prescribe. The vestrymen 
continuing in office until others are chosen, and having author- 
ity to fill vacancies in their own body.

Acts of Assembly, in such case made and provided, being 
desirous of amending their charter of incorporation by chang- 
ing the number provided for in said charter of the board of 
vestrymen from eight to twelve, did specify the alteration or 
amendment which was so desired and did exhibit the same to 
the Court of Common Pleas aforesaid. Whereupon the said 
court being of opinion that said alteration was lawtul and 
beneficial, directed an order to be filed in the office of the 
Prothonotary, and also directed notice to be inserted in one 
newspaper printed in the County of Philadelphia for at least 
three weeks, setting forth that an application had been made 
to said court to grant said alteration: or amendment. And 
further that at a Court of Common Pleas held as aforesaid on 
the sixth day of September, Anno Domini, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, on motion of Francis Wharton, 
Esq., the court directed and decreed that the above amend- 
ment be made (due proof of publication of the above order 
having been made) and that said amendment be recorded.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE FIRST. 
ON ELECTION OF VESTRYMEN. 


Section 1. The time and place of holding the election 
for vestrymen as provided for in the fifth article of the charter, 
shall be announced to the congregation on the Sunday next 
preceding the day of election. 


Sec. 2. The vestry may choose three pewholders as 
judges of the election, and if from any cause whatever, the vestry 
shall fail to appoint said judges, or they or either of them 
should neglect or refuse to act under such appointment, it 
shall become the duty of the wardens to supply the vacancy 
or vacancies thus created, by making a new appointment, or 
if that cannot be done conveniently at the time, then the war- 
dens themselves shall act as judges of the election. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the judges to open the 
polls at the place specified by the vestry, at 7 P. M., the polls 
to remain open at least one hour. At the close of the 
polls, the judges shall count the votes and publicly announce 
the result of the election, and then inform the accounting war- 
den of the said result, who shall notify each and every one 
of the candidates elected, of his election, and at the same time 
request them to attend a meeting of the vestry, to be held at 
as early a day as convenient, previous to the Sunday following 
for the purpose of organizing, to which meeting the said judges 
shall make their official returns in writing, under their hands 
and seals. 


Sec. 4. The vestry shall cause the returns of the judges 
of the election to be entered at large upon their minutes, and 
the result to be publicly announced to the congregation, on 
the Sunday next following, provided there are services held in 
the church at that time. 
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Sec. 5. In case of a failure to elect vestrymen on Easter 
Monday in any year, then the election may be held at any 
other time not exceeding forty days thereafter, which the vestry 
in office shall appoint for that purpose. The vestrymen elected 
shall continue in office until the ensuing Easter Monday, or 
until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be eligible to the office of vestry- 
man who at the time of election shall be six months in arrears 
for pew rent. 


ARTICLE SECOND. 
OF THE MEETINGS OF THE VESTRY, ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Section 1. The stated meetings of the vestry shall be held 
on the evening of the second Tuesday of the months of April, 
June, August, October, December, and February, at such time 
and place as the vestry may appoint. 


Src. 2. Seven members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 


. Sec. 3. At their first meeting after Easter Monday annu- 
ally the vestry shall, pursuant to the Seventh Article of the 
Charter, choose their own officers for the then current year, 
and until their successors are duly appointed. The vestry 
shall elect one of their number to be accounting warden and 
the rector shall appoint another of the vestrymen to be the 
rector’s warden. The vestry then shall elect a secretary, who 
shall be one of their body and shall also elect such other offi- 
cers as may be directed by the charter or by-laws, or as may 
be required for the good government of the affairs of the cor- 
poration. And after the officers of the vestry shall have been 
thus elected, the vestry shall then elect three laymen, com- 
municants in good standing, to act as lay deputies, and to 
represent the parish in the Diocesan Convention, as required 
by the canons of the church. But in all elections by the ves- 
try a majority of all votes cast shall be necessary to a choice, 
and in case of failure to elect officers and lay deputies, or either 
or any of them as aforesaid, at the said meeting, the election 
may be held at any subsequent meeting of the vestry. 
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Sec. 4. The vestry shall have power to fill all vacancies 
that may occur in their body. All elections shall be by bal- 
lot, unless the same shall be dispensed with by unanimous 
consent. 

Sec. 5. The rector, or any three members of the vestry, 
may, through the secretary, call a special meeting at any time, 
by giving each member two days’ notice. But the object of 
such meeting must always be specified and distinctly stated in 
the notice of such meeting, and no new business other than 
that for which the meeting shall have been called shall be 
introduced or transacted at such meeting, without the consent 
of at least two-thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 6. The rector, or, in his absence, the rector’s warden, 
or, in his absence, the accounting warden, shall preside at the 
meetings of the vestry. But, in case of the absence of the 
wardens, then any other member present may be placed in the 
chair. 

Sec. 7. The order of business at stated meetings: 

Prayer. 

Roll-call. 

Reading of minutes. 

Deferred business. 

Reports of committees and action thereon. 
Communications may then be presented and disposed of. 
New business. 

Sec. 8. No reconsideration of a vote shallbe had except 
on a motion of a member who voted with the majority on the 
question proposed for reconsideration, and such motion shall 
not be in order after the next stated meeting following that in 
which such question shall have been decided. 
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Sec. 9. The ayes and noes may be called for by any two 
members, and at their request shall be entered upon the 


minutes. 
ARTICLE THREE. 


OF THE ELECTION OF A RECTOR OR ASSISTANT MINISTER. 


Srcrion I. To the election of a Rector the votes and 
consent of at least a majority of members of the vestry 
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shall be necessary. In either case the person or persons to be 
elected must have been openly nominated ata meeting of the 
vestry holden at least two weeks previously.

An assistant minister may only be elected 
on nomination of the rector, and, in case of a vacancy in the 
rectorship, there shall be no election of assistant minister. 


ARTICLE FOUR. 
OF THE CHURCH WARDENS, SECRETARY, SEXTON, ETC. 


Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the wardens to be atten- 
tive that order and decorum be observed in the church during 
divine service, and to see that the sexton and other officers of 
the church perform the duties which pertain to their several 
stations. 
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Sec. 2. The accounting wardens shall have the custody 
of the title papers, charter, seal, and account books of the cor- 
poration, and shall disburse the funds of the parish under the 
orders of the vestry alone; and debts contracted by him with- 
out such consent of the vestry shall in no way bind the cor- 
poration; moreover, he shall enter, or cause to be entered, in 
a book to be kept for the purpose all sums received and ‘paid 
out by him, with the dates of the same, and shall have power 
to make purchases of all articles necessary for the use of the 
corporation not exceeding the sum of twenty-five dollars per 
quarter, without the consent of the vestry. He shall pay all 
salaries monthly, and for all such payments made by him he 
shall take full and proper receipts, as his vouchers, and shall, 
at all stated meetings, furnish a statement to the vestry of all 
moneys received and disbursed by him, and shall, at the stated 
meeting next before Easter of each year, furnish the vestry 
with a statement of indebtedness of the parish, if any there be 
at the date of such meeting. 


Sec. 3. The annual statement of the accounting warden 
shall be referred to an auditing committee of three, to be 
appointed by the Chair. 

Sec. 4. The secretary shall keep regular minutes of the 
proceedings of the vestry, notify the members of all its meet- 
ings, call special meetings when requested, and perform gen- 
erally such duties as appertain to the office. 


ARTICLE FIVE. 


SECTION I. The accounting warden shall have power to 
rent any vacant pews or sittings on such terms as the vestry 
may prescribe, and shall keep a pew registering book, with 
names of holders recorded therein. 

Src. 2. All pew rents shall become due on the twenty- 
fifth day of March, June, September, and December in advance, 
unless other arrangements for payment of the same have been 
satisfactorily agreed upon by the accounting warden. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be eligible to vote at an election 
for vestrymen unless he rents his pew or sitting from the 
accounting warden two years previous to the election.
